France, and Russia, and the w ritten p a ra ­ 
graphs th a t had made them sane and C hris­ 
tian citizens w ere canceled, they became 
fiends, butchers, garroters, torturers, devils, 
and demons, and beasts. 
Yet they obeyed 
th e ir officers; th at was still the law, and th a t 
law* w as Bt ill valid. 
The power was in their 
own hands, bu t. they did not seek to take it. 
T hey felt th a t there was 44 police ” to back 
up such law as still obtained. Five policemen 
can usually quell a mob of thousands, not 
because they are stronger, but because they 


are policemen. ^ j 
4t No police ” was the atavistic, anachronis­ 
tic condition in Grodnia. 
It was the soul of 
the situation—it was the fulfillm ent of the 
prom ise o f 44 liberty ” which had been the key­ 
note of the slogan th at had demolished th* 
throne and pulverized governm ent. 
T hat 
soldiers sw ept about, m arauding and m urder­ 
ing, w as quite another m atter.

hilling for th at same fraudulent liberty, kill­ 
ing its enem ies.
